Peter  the  Orest  Wright  aad  William  the 
Cotiqoeror  W right  figure  iu  registration  as 
twiaa  Here  tbs  parental  selection  seema 
to  have  been  in  part  determined  by  hero- 
worship,  though  probably  the  duality  of 
birth  nailed  the  primary  desire  for  name 
distinction.  Another  fancy  created  by  two¬ 
fold  births  is  that  of  furnishing  the  children 
were  identical  naiad  tramqxMed.  Twin 
sons  of  a  gardener  at  Chanl  were  a  few 
months  since  endowed  respectively  with 
the  names  Jauie*  Reginald  and  Reginald 
James ,  and  at  I x worth,  Suffolk,  we  no¬ 
ticed  not  many  years  ago  (he  decease  of 
Horace  Horatio,  whose  brother  Horatio 
Horace  attested  the  death  entry.

At  the  Convent  of  Metamorphosis,  on  .he 
road  between  Janum  and  Larissa,  an  im¬ 
portant  discovery  is  announced  in  the  shape 
of  a  number  of  manuscripts  dating  from  the 
reign  of  Andronictis  II.  This  vrtfa  the  em- 
peror  whd  assumed  the  monastic  garb  aud 
the  Antony,  aud,  after  retiring  to  a  cloister, 
died  in  oblniou  about  four  yean  afterward, 
in  1332.  The  volumes,  ten  in  number,  are  I 
said  to  have  been  already  read  through 
at  Athens,  to  which  placo  they  wore  sent 
direct  from  the  convents.  One  of  them, 
which  is  deemed  the  most  interesting,  gives 
su  account  of  the  establishment  of  the  twen¬ 
ty  •*  meteoric "  conveuts  founded  in  the 
tune  at  Paheologi,  ten  of  which  are  still  ex¬ 
tant,  including  the  one  where  the  manu¬ 
scripts  have  just  been  found.  It  was  in  one 
of  these  that  die  Emperor  Cantacazane  also 
finished  his  days  os  a  recluse,  having  de¬ 
serted  the  purple  for  the  gown  of  a  monk  of 
St.  BasiL  The  meteoric  convents  are  de¬ 
signed  to  enable  devotees  to  imitate,  in  a 
mild  degree,  the  example  of  St.  Simon 
Stylites,  and,  by  raising  themselves  oat  of 
the  roach  of  the  vulgar  world,  to  practice 
an  elevated  form  of  worship  in  every  form 
of  the  word.  Any  visitor  who  is  allowed 
to  enter  must  wrap  himself  up  is  a  sort
